EMBROIDERY BASICS 

Threads and yarns 

Straridi d any tfiickness ai>d fiber <cr- 
tenf c^n be for erflbrnrder^. PaTtem 
iTistructlors specif thg ihr^^ and an 
appropriate matching fabric. S ix-itrand 
embroidery f ton Is the most com- 
mon thread used and is rnade in cotioii 
silk And rayon. Paite-rn instrucfiorrt will 
specify ho-w many strands to use. Peart, 
or perle^ cotton is a twbted ^-ply 
with a shiny finish and comes in three 
weights: 3. % and 6. (The larger the num- 
ber. the thicker the thread.) Other types 
of thread IPsed are matte embmidery 
cotton. 5"ply with a flat finish^ crewfl 
yar*. a 2-ply wool {sometimes acrylic] 
used for fine embroidery. Persian yarn, 
wool or acrylic, made with 3 IcxKe^y 
Twisted strands of 2 threads each: and 
tapestry yarn a 4 -ply yarnt Other types 
used for various effects are metallic^ 
and ribbon. For the rveedle artist, the 
most satisfying aspect of Che embroidery 
Threads rranufactured today is the 
astOLmding Tiijmber of <q\o^'?. and delf 
cate shadings available. 



Fabric 

Almost ar^y fabric can beembeilisned with 
^broidery from chiffon to denim, but rt s 
imporrant to maicfi ihe appropriate fabric 
with the techniqiie bcHng usedL 
Free form embroidery be worked on 
any cJosely wrwen fabric with a fairly 
smooth surface^ most of tE^ cotton or 
linen, but silk or other fabrics can also be 
used as long as the floss or tapestry yarn 
you wtll be woridrtg with is not Too thick. 
This category of fabrsc is sometimes clas- 
sifed as common-weave fabric. Counted 
thiEad designs, ofi the other hind rrujpt 
be worked on an even'weave fabnc— 
where the riuinber of hori^ntal and vertk 
cai (w'arp and weft] threads are the same 
per inch, anywhere from 13 to 34 threads. 
Wi=thin the category of evcfi-weave Fab- 
fics^ there ar@ b^ically three typ^ single 
even-weavE (inters^ting single threads], 
HardArtger (intersecting paifs of threack 
ysualiy 22 pairs per inch]L and Akii cloth 
(intersecting groups of threads, usually 11 
per irbeh).

Hdops and frames 

Fq^ viery ^mall areas of emjbroldery. you 
can '^Ork with the fabric held li har^dl but. 
in most case^, you'll be better off with an 
entbroideiy hoop or frame. Embroidery 
hoops come in various si^es. up to about 
12"(30.knt). Whenever possible, make 
sure that ths hoop you are using & large 
anough for th& ^tire design to fit within 
iL Moving the hoop over alreat^ embroi- 
dered areas can sometimes damage the 
work. Odier lyp« of frames, such as 
stretch^ f ramei and scroll frames 
are mailable.
